Today during my library visit, | am going to look into a couple citations that | have 
found within an article in the American Philatelist, called A Russian Bear in Berlin. 
According to one of the citations | have found of a more recent book, A Woman in 
Berlin: Eight Weeks in the Conquered City: A Diary. (2017). United 

Kingdom: Picador. It states that it was originally published in 1954 in German. My 
objective is to find the original translated copy. After speaking and consulting with 
a librarian at the Larchmont Public Library, she has informed me that the only 
version that is coming up on World-cat, would be the newer version. | have 
informed her the reason for me looking into this, which is | was in a similar 
situation with another book, and the original copy of the Face Finder, | had the 
actual bibliography of where the author got the information, but the new 
translated copy didn’t. However the librarian did give me the ISBN # for the new 
book which is 9780312426118, she did suggest | would have to see about getting 
the original copy used off a place like Amazon, E bay etc, that | wouldn't be able to 
get through the library system, since the older version isn't on World-cat. 


Another citation would be Fisher, Ingeburg L. Berlin Mail Services 1945-1949 
German Postal Specialist. So far | have checked Google and Google Scholar, | didn’t 
have any luck. | have searched German Postal Specialist on DOAJ, but it didn’t 
populate any indexed journals. | have searched German Postal Specialist on Gale 
Academic One file, but didn’t come across anything. | have searched Google again, 
to learn more about the periodical, which | have learned that it is similar to 
American Philatelist, that comes out of The American Philatelic Society. But the 
only difference is the German Postal Specialist comes out of the German Philatelic 
Society. | have also found on world-cat, that Yale University, United States 
Holocaust Memorial Museum, Smithsonian Libraries and Archives and University 
of Michigan are the libraries that have it in the US, near Larchmont, New York. 


If | don’t want to get it through a world cat participant, | can send an email to the 


German Philatelic Society, and inquire about it since it is only from June 2014.
